Sexism poisons U of T 



TORONTO (CUP)— Tlic Dean 
of Divinty al the University of 
Toronlo’sTrinityCollcgercsigncd 
after a report said he was hostile to 
a female professor’s appointment 
to a tenure stream position. 

Peter Slater helped produce a 
“poisonous political climate," 
which led to professor Marsha 
Hewitt filing a complaint of gender 
disrimination, according to the 
report. 

U of T’s grievance review panel 
ruled in favour of Hewitt. 

The ruling stated Slater had "ex- 



pressed such determined hostility 
to Professor Hewitt’s candidacy 
before the search began that he 
ought not to have been a member of 
the search committee. 

"Some of the Dean’s comments 
to Professor Hewitt border on gen- 
der harassment. It is abundantly 
clear, however, that the Dean con- 
tributed to the poisonous political 
climate that enveloped the search 
process," it said. 

Trinity provost Robert Painter 
recently released a statement slat- 
ing Slater’s resignation would best 



serve the interests of the college. 

“I think the Dean simply fell 
that given the judgement of the 
(grievance) review panel it would 
be appropriate for him to step aside," 
said Painter. 

Slater would not comment on 
his resignation or the ruling of the 
grievance panel.

Gays battle “grieving” fundamentalists 



NORTH VANCOUVER (CXJP) 
— Fundamentalist Christian lead- 
ers have banded together to try to 
keep the international gay games 
from happening. 

Reverend Robert Birch said he 
has formed a group of clergy to 
pray that the Celebration ’90gamcs 
arc stopped. “We arc concerned for 
the whole quality of life, but label- 
ling die Gay Games as something 
to celebrate is a m ^representation.” 
Birch’s group, calling them- 
selves die “Watchmen for the Na- 
tion", have opened an office in 
downtown Vancouver. 

“We arc in place to do what 
Jesus Christ says. He endorsed the 
whole biblical position of faithful- 
ness in marriage, which is totally 



against homosexuality." 

The group rcccndy placed full- 
page ads in both of Vancouver's 
daily newspapers, warning that the 
presence of the gay games could 
provoke a widespread epidemic of 
AIDS. 

Birch said if diegames goahead, 
“the country will begin to degener- 
ate." 

Celebration ’90 director Mark 
Mccs said Birch is misinformed. 
"All reasonable medical experts 
have shown that AIDS is a very 
difficult disease to transmit. I can't 
possibly believe that dtis would 
risk the general population of 
Vancouver." 

He added that participants will 
be receiving a comprehensive in- 



formation package on sale sex 
pracdccs. 

Geoff Still, the president of the 
Canadian chapter of Focus on the 
Family says God is "grieving" 
because of the games, but his or- 
ganization won’t lake action them. 

Not all of Vancouver’s relig- 
ious leaders hold the same views. 

Reverend Bob Smith, formerly 
the head of the United Church of 
Canada, says Celebration '90 op- 
ponents arc using the bible out of 
context. 

“What they’re doing is deciding 
they arc against the games, then 
picking out scriptures and twisting 
the interpretations until itsuits their 
agenda.”

For those who came to be enter- 
tained, Spike Lee was a hit. The 33 
year-old New york filmmaker was 
invited to give a lecture at Mcgill 
on Tuesday night. Spike Lee, 
dressed like a schoolboy in cordu- 
roy pants and a sweater, drew loud 
cheers from the more than capacity 
crowd who packed the Leacock 
auditorium. 

Dimunitivc in size, Lee projects 
an overwhelming presence and 
assertiveness, seen in his dramatic 
portrayals ofMars Blackmon, Half- 
pint and Mookic in his own films; 
She's Gotta Have It, School Daze 
and Do The Right Thing. 

Lee created a casual and infor- 
mal atmosphere by sitting on a chair 
facing the audience rather than hid- 
ing timidly behind the podium. 

ThcSlOcvcning with Lee turned 
out to be an autobiographical anec- 
dotal account of his experiences 
from his days as die son of jazz 
musician Bill Lee, to his days as a 
graduate student at New York 
University Film School, finally to 
his often bitter dealings with the 
Hollywood Film Industry. Lee’s 
storytelling talents and biting flair 
for comedy were instrumental in 
creating an entertaining spectacle. 

The most interesting of his rec- 
ollections was how he overcame 
die many obstaclcsas a young Black 
man attempting to reach promi- 
nence in field largely monopolized 
by the white cslablismcnt. 

As Lee spoke, one could not 
help but notice the ambiguity and 
often contraditory nature of his 
statements. In his opinion, the only 
way to make movies in America is 
to borrow die tools and means of 
Hollywood. Apparcndy Lee never 
sat down to consider die altcmad vc 
route taken by many in the film 
industry, suchas Jim Jarmush, Errol 
Morris (The Thin Blue Line) and 
Gus Van Sant (Drugstore Cowboy). 
These filmmakers discovered new 
avenues not only in film style but in 
film financing. 

Clearly the most appealing as- 
pect of the "seventh art" to Spike 
Lee is having your ideas and per- 
sona flashed to millions of viewers, 
while neverquestiong the ideas and 
images themselves. 

The lack of dialogue between 
the image and die viewers in his 
film were clearly parallel to his de- 
tachment from the audience during 
the question period. The same dic- 
tating and cunning style of Lee’s 
last two films School Daze and Do 
the Right Thing were reflected in 
some of his answers, which were 
often narrow-minded, patriarchal 
or lacking depth. 

He opened his speech by saying, 
“Look, don’t ask me the cure for 
racism, for AIDS, for the home- 



less. I don’t know. My films just 
hold a mirror up." 

Rather than discussing his views 
on certain human problems, Lee 
simply dismissed arguments chal- 
lenging die role of women in his 
films, the essential role of drugs in 
racism, and die role of Blacks in 
racism. 

The most efficient way to gather 
votes in debates is simply to make 
the jury laugh. Spike Lee used this 
device repeatedly. He poked fun at 
some of die most challenging re- 
marks while responding honestly 
to floods of irrclcvcnt comments 
— suggesdng that die majority of 
spectators had attended the ‘show’ 
to be entertained by the figure of 
Spike Lee, and through die whole 
process making believe they were 
indeed solving the problems of 
racism and bigotry. Spike Lee was 
indeed a hit 

For die few it was a confirma- 
tion of what we had suspected: his 
films, while being powerful and 
riveting entertainment packages, 
did not challenge the ideas and 
concepts behind them. How can we 
deal honesdy with racism without 
questioning the nouon of ‘race’, or 
understand the rampant male sex- 
ism, wilhoutdiscussing the mecha- 
nism of this violence and control? 

Spike Lee often discusses the 
need for ’minoridcs’ tocontrol their 
images, a feat he seems to have 
achieved. But what sort of image 
arc they going to produce — will 
their uniqueness challenge the pre- 
vious images? Will the images 
broaden the understanding or dis- 
play the diversity of those specific 
groups, to mass audiences? 

In Spike Lee’s films, thoseques- 
lions often don’t find answers or at 
least viable responses. Lee is unde- 
niably self-motivated, dedicated to 
his role as a Black filmmaker, and 
above all imprcssivly prolific. With 
three feature films released nation- 
ally since 1986, a completed work 
A/o' Better Blues in the shop and 
another project on interracial rela- 
tionships to be shot in July. 

He is also helping odter Black 
filmmakers to achieve prominccc 
in the celluloid field and is closely 
involved in organizadons such as 
the United Negro College Fund. 
While being criticized for the prac- 
tices in his films or as a public 
figure, he imposes and imortance 
by advocating action and move- 
ment. When asked in a private inter- 
view, if it was fair of him to impose 
his sexist views of Black women or 
to have most of the stories be told 
from a Black male point of view, he 
retorted, "If Black women want to 
make dicmsclvcs and their experi- 
ences; dicy should just get up and 
make those films." 

They’re making those films 
Spike, you’re just not watching.

My roomate Lucie and I were 
discussing the other night environ- 
mental issues, more specifically 
recycling of paper and how we 
could improveour contribution.

When I do my shop-, 
ping, I usually have to stop at two 
or three different stores and end up 
coming home with at least four half 
fdled bags of goodies often one 
within the other. There are three 
options available to me: 1) I start 
filling another kitchen drawer with 
bags, 2) I use the first bag I got from 
the other store and keep filling it 
with goods from the other store(s) 
I have to visit, or 3) lean carry a few 
bags with me to the store to keep 
my use of bags to a minimum. I've 
decided to cany out resolution #3 
whenever possible and #2 for the 
rest of the time. It’s easy, costless 
and effortless, plus, these very 
simple resolutions if carried out 
collectively I believe can contrib- 
ute in a big way to improve our use 
of natural resources. 

Limiting our consumption of 
bags and other such recyclables to 
a minimum is a very logical way of 
preventing waste. And I’m sure I 
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can find a more useful way of fill- 
ing my kitchen drawers (I'm look- 
ing for storing space for my socks!)

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Fighting the abortion law 

Canada has been without an abortion law since the Supreme Court 
declared the old law unconstitutional in 1988. In the fall, the Tory 
government put forth Bill C-43, a proposed new abortion law for Canada. 
There is little that is new in this bill, since it greatly resembles the old law. 
It Is no surprise that Bill C-43 is opposed by pro-choice groups across the 
country and even by the Canadian Medical Association. 

If the bill becomes law, abortion will only be legal in cases where a 
medical doctor determines that the woman’s physical, mental or psycho- 
logical health is threatened. These criteria are the same as the old law, ex- 
cept that the committee of three doctors has been replaced by one. How- 
ever, the new law would punish a doctor, under the Criminal Code, for per- 
forming an abortion outside the criteria. The jail sentence can be as long 
as two years. Therefore, a doctor’s interpretation of what is health-threat- 
ening is curtailed by the possibility of prosecution. This law is not an 
improvement; it severely lim its access to safe and legal abortions. This is 
a sorry state of affairs considering the majority of Canadians are pro- 
choice. 

Furthermore, any law restricting abortions fails to deal with the reasons 
why abortion is a practical necessity: poor sex education, unreliable and 
expensive birth control, the low socio-economic status of women, cuts in 
daycare funding, inadequate housing and abuse of unwanted children. 

The implementation of a law restricting accessible abortion will not 
stop abortions from taking place. A woman desiring to abort her foetus 
will do so regardless of what obstacles the government puts in her way. 
Women who doctors deem unfit for abortions or who cannot afford to go 
elsewhere will be condemned to dangerous self-induced or backstreet 
abortions. A woman has the right to control her body without being sub- 
servient to a law limiting this basic and obvious right. These arc some of 
the reasons why it is important to stop this bill from becoming law. 

According to the new Federal Justice Minister Kim Campbell, the 
government wants to pass the bill through Parliament before summer 
recess. Therefore, the time to act is now. A nation-wide demonstration 
will take place this spring, and on Marchl3, in room 310 of the Union 
building at 19h30, the McGill Pro-Choice Network will be holding a 
public meeting about the bill. There will be speakers from the Ontario 
Coalition for Abortion Clinics and Ie Coalition Québécoise pour le droit 
à l’avortement libre et gratuit. We will discuss why this bill is fundamen- 
tally unjust and why it should be opposed. The silent majority can no 
longer be silent. So come and raise your voice next Tuesday. 

The McGlU Pro-Choice Network 
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Is there really no alternative to capitalism? Let’s hope there is; our 
country is going down the toilet. While editorial writers pretend things are 
moving along prettily, the horrible realities occasionally pop up in stories 
in the business section, or back on page A12. 

That’s the page on which we find a report in Monday’s Globe that 
Michael Wilson's $1.6-million cut in federal women’s programs is 
forcing 80 women's centres across Canada to close. 

Way back on page A23 , another article noted that last month’s budget 
reduced funding for the Union of Nova Scotia Natives by IS per cent, or 
$240 000 a year. This cut came only weeks after the Marshall inquiry con- 
cluded Natives arc victims of a racist justice system and are “almost in- 
visible" in Nova Scotia — and evidently in the nation’s media. 

The effects of the cuts on women and Natives are not only devastating; 
they ore also senseless in terms of trimming the budget. For comparison, 
defense spending rose by $665 million, while the RCMP budget bal- 
looned by 10 per cent, or $100 million. 

Still, both stories jeaked through the corpus of the media drawing little 
attention from its higher organs. Apart from the occasional follow-up 
stories, Wilson’s budget quickly became passé. 

What peculiar logic informs the media’s behaviour? We have to flip to 
the editorial pages, the media’s brain, to find out — and whether the topic 
is Canada or Nicaragua, the logic is crazily uniform. 

In last Thursday's Gaxeiie, for example, the commentpagc boasted the 
thinking of Richard G wyn about the superiority of the conservative social 
vision, especially in places like Nicaragua. This insane little tract, entitled , 
“People choose economics over politics: Nicaragua is part of retreat from 
romance," rallied readers to the ruling class view that the Cold War was 
a conflict between dogma and reason, and we won. 

“There's no reason to be sanctimonious about this,” Gwyn wrote. 
“Nicaraguans and East Germans have the same right to the materialist 
acquisitive life as we do.” 

When it comes to Canada, Gwyn’s logic is clear. Funding cuts for 
women and Natives are merely good economic sense, part of the irresist- 
ible global “retreat from romance" — the same logic Wilson used in 
making the cuts. 

And this is the point we should question — is the mainstream social and 
economic consensus a triumph of rcasonl 

Sense tells us, for example, that it was war that destroyed Nicaragua, 
killing 30 000 and costing $12 billion. The East German economy is, on 
the other hand, strong enough to employ 100 000 foreign workers, in 
addition to having zero-unemployment; it has a near-utopian income 
dis tribution in comparison to the West, a pcr-capita GNP slightly less than 
Britain's, and a pcr-capita public debt one-seventh of Canada’s. 

Back at home, sense tells us our economy is about as badly off as 
Poland's, or at least getting there fast — the “acquisitive life” is a my th for 
the vast majority of Canadians. Ottawa’s $400-billion debt is evidence 
Canadians arc being bought off with an artificially high standard of living 
— without massive deficit spending, the economy would be thrown into 
a wild depression. Even Wilson’s budget cuts are causing a recession, 
while the debt remains huge compared to East Germany’s $6 billion. 

The debt Is, to be sure, largely owned by a tiny sliver of the richest 
Canadians, just like most corporate stock. This year Ottawa will spend 
$4 1 billion on debt service in what amounts to a classic transfer of wealth 
to the rich at the expense most recently of women and Natives — and 
others who need it most 

Capitalist economic sense amounts to a soup of chewy rhetoric blended 
with biucr realities we stumble across only on the back-roads of the 
Fourth Estate:' 

• wages are falling; an average family with parents under age 25 had 
a 1987 real income that was 14 per cent lower than a decade earlier (Globe, 
page B5, Dec. 5); 

• the middle class is shrinking, while new jobs are overwhelmingly 
low-paying and in the service-sector (Globe, page A9, Feb. 16); 

• on January 6, the Globe reported on page B 1 , “The outcome of 1 9905- 
style restructuring could be oligarchies in every economic sector... In 
short, the recipe for survival in the 1990s is: think big, focus on the core 
business, join the oligarchy." 

If this is the model of “acquisitive life" Gwyn holds up before the Third 
World and Eastern Europe, his social and economic vision seems closer 
to “romance" than anything Nicaraguans could ever pull off.

Funding cut-backs arc "strangling the 
voice of Native people,” said Jim Eagle, di- 
rector of a Friendship Centre in Ottawa, com- 
plaining of a complete sevcrcnce of federal 
funding to groups as the Assembly of First 
Nations and the Mohawk Nation of Québec. 
Eaich of these organizations coordinate and 
manage numerous nations and reserves. 

The Native Friendship Centre of Mon- 
tréal (NFC) provides basic services to the 
city’s frequently homeless and usually margi- 
nalized Native population. Located down- 
town, the Centre services an estimated 400 
Natives every week. 

NFC executive director Ida Williams said 
the Centre’s cuts “will affect thousands of 
Native people who depend on NFC’s serv- 
ices for social assistance such as food and 
clothing, (and) who will have to look else- 
where for help. The unemployed, who come 
for help to find jobs, review résumés or to 
gain job training skills... will return to the 
cycle of poverty and unemployment"

will be affected by the cuts, says an NFC 
press release. 

Although Williams was uncertain about 
the exact effects of the cuts on the Centre, she 
said the NAFC Research and Data Program, 
facilitating improved communication be- 
tween Centres across Canada, will be elimi- 
nated as of March 31. 

Le Regroupement des Centres d’Amilié 
Autochtone de Québec, the NAFC provin- 
cial affiliate, is not directly affected by 
Wilson's cuts. Still, Ottawa is considering 
axing a Regroupement program to promote 
bilingualism, further hindering communica- 
tion among Québec Natives. 

Eagle said the Centres are vital in serving 
those who migrate to the city and helping 
recent arrivals adjust to a new environment 
while retaining cultural values. Natives often 
arrive in urban centres lacking suflkicntskills 
foremployment to support themselves. They 
arc also lost in the bureaucracy of receiving 
social assistance.

improve their skills, while also providing 
employment referrals, drug and alcohol in- 
formation and legal counselling. Eagle said 
the Centres’ services save the City “a hell of 
a lot of money." 

"The whole Mon tréal community will bear 
the strain," Williams warned. “Already over- 
burdened social service agencies will have to' 
handle many of our clientele." 

Eagle said the desperate situation in which 
Natives find (hemselvcs after Wilson’s pro- 
gram cuts shows the importance of independ- 
ence from government grants. He suggested 
Natives initiate autonomous economic de- 
velopment, like the hotel and restaurant he 
worked with a Friendship Centre to set up in 
his native Thompson, Manitoba. 

Hot soup, referrals 
and counselling 

The Centre, initiated as a student drop-in 
centre on Bishop Street and now a non-profit, 
non-sectarian agency, joined the National 
Association of Friendship Centres in 1974 
and purchased their present house on Côte 
des Neiges in 1977. During 1980s, the Centre 
became a recognized information and refer- 
ral centre, and is consulted by many other 
Native and non-Native organizations. 

Visitors arc almost exclusively Native, 
and their band status is not questioned. S tatus 
and non-status Natives arc welcome, as is 
anyone else in need of a bowl of hot soup, 
referrals, or counselling. 

Beyond the services, the Centre offers 
visitors a sense of family and community. 
Williams estimated the volunteer staff of at 
least 300. The NFC has six core staff posi- 
tions, as well as two hospital liasons who visit 
Native patients requiring treatment away from 
thcircommunitics. Weekly beadwoik classes 



arc held, as well as dances and holiday din- 
ners. 

Pamela Shauk is one of the Centre’s paid 
staff. An Inuit from the James Bay region, 
she left for Montréal in 1985, because of 
unemploymenL Shauk told the Daily she was 
lucky to have a place to slay after the difficult 
migration, and was initially a domestic for an 
Inuit woman going to school here.

Working at the Centre with Natives was 
her only way of gelling another job. She now 
would like to return to her James Bay com- 
munity with her new skills to work with 
differcndy-abled children. 

The NFC contributes to a multicultural 
understanding and appreciation in the City, 
Williamssaid. It holds monthly receptions of 
various Montréal ethnic groups invited to 
share cultural traditions and strategies for 
being active and united communities. 

Williams said, "The exchange has proven 
to be of great benefit to all those concerned, 
leading to greater tolerance and understand- 
ing."
